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FIRE WARD'S REPORT. 


The Fire Wardsrespectfully submit the following report : 

During the past year the Fire Department has answered 
to five alarms. The most disastrous fire occurred on April 
24th, when O. D. Prescott’s grain store and barn on Depot — 
street was burned. 

On April 26th a slight blaze occurred in the basement | 
of the Town Hall. 

On Dec. Ist Calixte Chournard’s bake shop was entirely 
consumed by fire. 

On December roth a slight blaze was quickly extin- 
guished in the house occupied by Maxime Lapreniere, and 
owned by the Chamberlain estate. } 

On February 3rd, 1904, Arsene Antil’s workshop was 
burned and the houses on either side narrowly escaped. 

During the past year the Fire Wards have established 
the Gamwell Fire Alarm system which has given perfect 
satisfaction. 

We recommend that the town purchase a hose reel; also 
that the water pipes be extended on High street to a point 
near the Catholic Church on Depot street to the corner of 
Temple street.

In presenting this report which includes our last finan- 
cial year, we wish to call attention to such facts as may be 
of benefit to all. | 

During the past year our schools have been in session 
thirty-six weeks with the following corps of teachers: Miss 
Anna J. Balch, Grammar School; Miss Fannie S. Blood, 
intermediate; Miss Beatrice K. Taft, upper primary for 
one term when she resigned, and Miss Alice W. Batchelder 
was transferred from the lower primary to the vacancy thus 
‘made, Miss Lena R. Green accepting the position left 
vacant in the lower primary school by Miss Batchelder’s 
promotion. | 

The music has been under the direction of Miss Annie 
P. Stevenson as in former years. | 

One hundred and forty-six different pupils have been 
registered the past year, the number being divided as fol- 
lows: Grammar, 28; intermediate, 37; upper primary, 38; 
lower primary, 43. 

Unlike former years we have arranged for all pupils liv- 
ing outside the village in such a way as to enable them to 
attend our village school. 

We believe that a teacher’s first interest should be in her 
school, and we feel that our teachers have shared in this 
belief and have practiced it as well. 

We have all been encouraged by the interest shown by 


parents and citizens 
The W. C. T. U. presented the schools with a compiete 


outfit for introducing the ‘Savings Bank System” which has 
proved a success in many places, and which we tried in our 
intermediate school for the first term as an experiment. 
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As it seemed to create an interest here, it was, in the 
fall, introduced into the upper primary school. The fol-

The grammar room was greatly improved during the 
summer vacation by laying a hardwood floor and purchas- 
ing thirty new adjustable chairs and desks of the latest 
pattern. 

New books purchased during the year include Brand’s 
Physiology and The Mother Tongue Language books for 
the Grammar School, and Book 3 of the Heath Reader 
series for use in the upper primary. 

The Heath series of vertical writing has been adopted 
and a full assortment purchased. 

On January 15th a Teacher’s Institute was held in the 
Town Hall under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 

This, being the first meeting of the kind ever held in 
town, was a memorable occasion, and the opinion freely 
expressed was that the Institute was a great pleasure and 
of much profit to all who attended. 

The records show that fifty-three teachers attended, 
which number includes those not actively engaged in teach- 
ing at the present time. |
